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Introduction 



This second edltlon^f Black Periodicals and Newspapers Is a complete 
revision of the first edition, published In 1975 by the Memorial Library of 
the University of Wlsconsln-Madl .son. It Is a guide to the holdings and 
locations of more than 600 periodical and newspaper titles relating to 
black Americans which were received before February, 1979, In the libraries 
of the University of Wlsconsln-Madlson and In the Library of the State 
Historical Society of Wisconsin. It Includes older titles which have long 
since ceased publication as well ^s those still being published. The scope 
of the guide Is broad. Including literary, political, and historical 
Journals as veil as general newspapers and feature magazines of the black 
community. It represents all phases of black thought and action, from the 
abolitionists of the nineteenth century to the civil rights and black 
nationalist movements of the 1960*s and 1970*s. It was prepared In response 
to the requests of faculty and students who found It difficult to use our 
rich, but widely dispersed, ic<tources. We l)ope* that this guide will 
facilitate the use of our collections by scholars locally as well as 
nationally. It Is, ve believe, a guide to one of the strongest collections 
In this field. The second edition shows an Increase of about 20 P^r cent 
In the number o£ titles listed, as veil as additional locations Including 
two new repositories — the Criminal Justice Reference and Information Center 
and the Instructional Materials Center.
